Omnibuses  and  Tramways.— These  cross  Paris  in  all  directions,  and  are  shown  on  the 
maps,  the  fares  within  Paris  being  the  same  on  all  the  lines,  viz.,  30  c.  inside,  and  15  c. 
outside  (itnpe'riale).  The  fares  for  places  beyond  the  Fortifications  are  from  10  to  50  c. 
higher,  according  to  the  distance.  There  is  a system  of  correspondanccs  by  which  per- 
mission is  granted  to  change  from  one  line  to  another,  and  should  no  omnibus  go  in  the 
direct  route  to  the  passenger’s  destination  from  the  part  of  Paris  in  which  he  is,  he  may 
demand  from  the  conductor  a corresfomiance,  which  will  convey  him  thither. 

River  Steamboats.— Three  lines  of  small  steamers  ply  on  the  Seine. — (1)  The 
“ Express  ” steamers,  left  bank,  from  Charenton  to  the  Point  du  Jour  (Auteuil)  ; (2)  the 
“ Mouches,"  right  bank,  from  the  Pont  d'Austerlitz  to  Auteuil;  and  (3)  the  “ Hirondelles,” 
from  the  Pont  Royal,  right  bank,  to  St.  Cloud  and  Suresnes.  Fares — “ Express,"  20  c., 
on  Sundays  and  holidays,  25  c. ; “ Mouches,”  10  and  20  c.  ; “ Hirondelles,"  20  c.  and  40  c. 

Postal.— The  principal  entrance  to  the  Hotel  des  Postes,  or  G.P.O.,  is  in  the  Rue  du 
Louvre.  There  are  numerous  district  offices.  The  ordinary  offices  are  open  daily,  from 
7 a.m.  (8  a.m.  in  winter)  till  9 p.m.  Letters  for  evening  trains  must  be  posted  at  the 
ordinary  offices  before  5.30  p.m.  ; at  the  railway  stations  up  to  within  five  to  ten  minutes 
of  the  starting  of  the  trains.  The  Poste  Restante  Office  is  at  the  G.P.O.,  and  is  open  till 
9 p.m.  (Sundays,  4 p.m.). 
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The  District  Telegraph  Offices  are  open  till  g p.m. ; Avenue  des  Champs  Elys<5es  33,  Rue 
d' Amsterdam  19,  Nord  and  Lyons  railway  stations  until  n p.m.  ; the  offices  at  the  Avenue 
de  l'Op^ra  4,  and  that  at  the  Grand  Hotel  are  open  till  midnight ; but  telegrams  may 
be  sent  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night  from  the  offices  at  the  Bourse,  and  Rue  de 
Grenelle  103.  Telephone  between  Paris  and  London,  open  day  and  night,  office  La  Bourse.

Bois  de  Boulogne  situated  at  the  west  end  of  Paris.-Covers  an  area  of  2,250 
acres.

St  Maur.— By  Chemin  de  Fer  de  l’Est,  Place  de  la  Bastille.  Fete  on  third  and  fourth 
Sundays  in  July. 

St  Ouen— By  coaches  from  the  Boulevard  de  Clichy,  or  tramway  from  the  Place  Clichy. 

Sarcelles. — By  Chemin  de  Ferdu  Nord,  20  Rue  de  Dunkerque. 

Sceatut.— 7 m.  by  rail  from  the  Gare  du  I.uxembourg.  It  is  a favourite  Sunday  resort, 
the  “bal  champe1  re  ’ being  largely  attended. 

Sevres. — By  tramway  from  the  Quai  du  Louvre,  or  10}  m.  by  rail  from  the  Boulevard 
Montparnasse.  The  Government  porcelain  factory  is  here,  and  the  exhibition  rooms  and 
mus£e  c^ramique  are  open  daily  from  12  to  4 or  5. 

Sur^snes.— 7 m,  by  rail  from  St  Lazare  station  tramway,  from  L'Etoile,  or  coaches 
from  24  Rue  du  Bouloi.  At  the  base  of  Mont  Val6rien,  one  of  the  strongest  of  all  the 
detached  forts  for  the  defence  of  Paris. 

Vanves.—  By  tramway  from  St  Germain-des-Prds,  or  rail  from  the  Boul.  Montparnasse. 

Verriferes. — By  Chemin  de  Fer  de  Sceaux,  Gare  du  Luxembourg. 

Versailles.— By  rail  14$  m.  from  St  Lazare  station  (right  bank),  20$  m.  from  Mont- 
parnasse station  (left  bank),  or  tramway  from  the  Quai  du  Louvre.  Contains  the  Palace, 
with  its  rich  Museum  ; open  to  the  public  on  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  Thursday,  Friday, 
Saturday,  and  Sunday,  from  it  till  4 in  winter,  and  5 in  summer.  On  the  way  from  the 
station  to  the  Palace,  in  a small  street  off  the  Rue  Sartory,  is  the  tennis-court  for  the  Jeu 
de  Paume,  in  which  the  members  of  the  Third  Estate  met  in  June,  1789.  Approaching 
the  Palace  from  the  Rive  Droite  station,  the  statue  of  General  Hoche  is  passed,  and  the 
Church  of  Notre-Dame,  built  in  1684.  The  Palace  was  begun  in  1684  by  Louis  XIII.,  but 
actually  built  and  finished  by  Louis  XIV.,  and  cost  .£40,000,000.  Additions  were  made  by 
Louis  XV.  and  Louis  XVIII.  In  the  left  wing  is  the  hall  where  the  Chambre  des  Deputes 
met  from  1871  to  1880  when  they  returned  to  Paris.  The  entrance  to  the  Palace  is  in  the 
Place  d'Armes,  the  gateway  in  which  leads  into  the  Cour  d'Honneur,  adorned  on  each 
side  with  rows  of  statues,  and  in  the  centre  with  a statue  of  Louis  XIV.  in  bronze.  The 
Muset  Historiquc  was  founded’by  Louis  Philippe  in  1832,  and  contains  a large  collection 
of  historical  pictures.  Each  picture  is  inscribed  with  the  name  of  the  artist,  so  that 
catalogues  are  unnecessary,  and  the  visitor  will  readily  find  his  way  to  every  part  of  the 
Palace  open  to  the  public.  The  gardens  were  laid  out  by  Le  Notre,  and  are  adorned 
with  many  statues  and  vases.  The  great  fountains  generally  play  on  the  first  and  some- 
times on  the  third  Sunday  in  each  month  from  May  to  October,  between  3 and  5 o’clock. 
The  Grand  Trianon,  f m.  N.W.  of  the  terrace  of  the  Palace,  is  a villa  of  horse-shoe 
form,  erected  by  Louis  XIV.  for  Madame  de  Maintenon.  The  museum,  containing  a 
collection  of  state  carriages,  is  in  proximity.  N.E.  of  this  is  the  Petit  Trianon,  erected 
by  Louis  XV.  for  Madame  du  Barry.  It  was  a favourite  residence  of  Marie  Antoinette. 

Vesinet — 9!  miles  by  rail  from  St  Lazare.  Race-course,  where  steeplechases  are  held. 

Ville  d'Avray. — By  Chemin  de  Fer  de  Versailles  ( rightbank ),  St  Lazare  station. 

Villejuif. — By  tramway  from  Square  Cluny. 

Viileneuve  St  Georges. — By  Chemin  de  Fer  de  Lyon,  Boulevard  Diderot. 

Villiers-le-Bel, — By  Chemin  de  Fer  du  Nord,  20  Rue  de  Dunkerque. 

Vincennes. — 4$  m.  from  Paris.  Tramway  from  the  Quai  du  Louvre,  or  rail  from  the 
Place  de  la  Bastille.  Contains  the  famous  Chateau  and  Bois  de  Vincennes. 

VLoffay  — 13  m.  from  Chemin  de  Fer  de  l'Est  (right  bank),  St  Lazare  Station  : (left 
bank 1 Boulevard  Montparnasse. 

Vitr„  -sur-Seine. — By  tramway  from  Square  Cluny.
